London, Feb. 14. — ^The TiineH .says 
that for iliploinatic reasons it is piobaljlo 
that the leiiduis of the opjjo.sition in 
liarliament will witliholcl tiieir criticism 
of the Venezuelan question daring the 
di.scussion of the amendment offered by 
Mr. L. Atlierloy-JoncH, Radical member 
of parliament, deploriii}^ the absence 
from tlie Qneen'H speech of an tissurance 
tliat the whole hotindary dispute with 
Vcuozuehi will be lefei-rcd to arbitration 
in accordance with America's sutrt;estion. 

In the House of ComnioiiH this 
evening Sir Matthew AVliite Ridley, see- 
cretary of state for tlie Homo deiiart- 
ment, in replying to Timothy Harring- 
ton and Jlicliael Davitt, said that he 
had carefully considered the cases of the 
Irish prisoners and liad decided that lie 
could not f^rant them amnesty. 

The so-called Mayljrick committee, an 
organization formed for the pnrjioae of 
working in behalf of the ])ardon of Mrs. 
.Alaybriuk, conlined in "Woking jirison on 
conviction of poisoning her husband, has 
submitted an exhaustive presentation of 
the case to the Home Secretary. They, 
it ia said, presented new and important 
matters for his consideration. 

T. M. Healy has written to Thomas 
Sei;toii urging him, on the ground of the 
paiflgr needs, to reconsider his refusal of 
the chairmanship of the party, and offer- 
ing to withdraw from the party if that 
will purchase Mr. Sexton's acceptance, 
or the heartiest co-operation of the 
Healyites, whose only wish, ho says, is 
to make Mr. Se.Kton's tenure of tixe chair 
agreeable and honorable. 

A disputch to the Times from St. 
Petorsliurg .says : "No coulirmation has 
beim received of the news that iJr. Nan- 
.seii lia.s di.scovered tlie North I'ole and 
is returning to civilization. If he is 
returning, his own disjiatches are likely 
to iirrive before any answer is availal)le 
to iiniuiries to such wild regions, devoid 
its ihey are of telegraph or other mettns 
of regular communication. Capt. Wig- 
gins thinks that if it is true that Nansen 
is' returning, he must have abandoned 
his ship. The Observer regards the re- 
port about Nansen as not impossible. 

A detachment of British, American 
and I'rench marines have been sent to 
Seoul, the (capital of Korea, in view of 
the di,sorder attendant ii|)on the revolu- 
tion. The I-Cing reniiiina at the Ixtbssian 
legation. A new cabinet has been 
formed, and a mandate ordering tho 
execution of the former ministers has 
lieen issued. A conference of the for- 
(,'ign ministers at Seoul has been opened 
at tlifj Russian legation. 

In the annual l?attle of Flowers at 
Nice, among the winners of prizes for 
the display of eiiuipages in the car- 
nival procession were Miss Oliver, of 
New York, and a party of Americans 
and English on a four-horse break, upon 
which was a dome of flowers surrounded 
by the arms and the flag of the respec- 
tive countries, and bearing the motto 
" I'riehds and brothers." 

In the German reichstag yesterday 
the minister for foreign ailairs. Baron 
.\Iar.«c!iall von Hiel)erstein, reviewed Uie 
liViMits in th(! 'I'ransvaal, and in so doing 
stateil that the governuu-nt knew noth- 
ing tiljout a reciuest from President Kru- 
ger for the intervention of Germany in 
tbeallairsof tiie Sooth African repub- 
lic. Baron liielierstein added that the 
British government had with the utmost 
energy adopted the necessary measures 
after the unlawful incursion of .Jameson 
and that no resj)onsibility i-ested on 
Creat l!ritain for the bloodshed. Con- 
tinuing, the Minister for iMjieign Ali'airs 
stated that the relations between tier- 
many and Great Britain had not ceased 
to be normal and friendly, and he repu- 
diated the insinuations that Germany 



liad designs against the independence of 
the Transvaal, adding : " Such a policy 
woiilci be swept away before the indigna- 
tion of the people." 

Sir .T. (iordon Sprigg, premier of Cape 
Colony; .T. llofineyer, letuler of llu^ Afri- 
kiinder party, the "cliief ministers, and 
other inlluential persons here have 
signed a declaration to the effect that 
tiie alleged Boer out i ages on Britisli 
subjects are mischievous fictions. 

As evidencing the feeling in Kgypt 
concerniiijj the IJritish occupation, it is 
to be .admitteii that there has beeii dis- 
(piiet amounting almost to a panic for 
tlie laKt three days, as a consenuence of 
rumors pointing to an evacuation of the 
country by the English. Lord Cromer, 
the English minister, states positively 
that no alteration will take place. With 
individual exceptions, people of all 
nationalities desire the retention of the 
British troops. 

The I'.ritish and I'oreign Arbitration 
Association has delegated one of itsvice- 
liresidents to visit the United States in 
order to obttiiii nialtcT to report to the 
association upon the Venezuela bound- 
ary di.spute and its outcomes.

Washington, Feb. 14. — The senate 
free coinage substitute for the bond bill 
was overwhelmingly defeated in tlio 
bouse to-day by a vote of 215 to 90. The 
vote was a record-making vote, and 
counting the pairs but 37 out of 30,' 
members were unaccounted for. Per 
haps a few absentees dodged, but most 
of them were unavoidably absent and 
were unable to secure pairs. An antdy- 
sis of the vote to-day shows th.at 18-1 Re- 
publicansandlil Democrats voted against 
ironctirrence, and 5S Democrats, 25 Re- 
puhlieans and 7 I'oimliats voted for con- 
currence. The debate wliicli preceded 
the vote was of an interesting character, 
but was devoid of any sensational fea- 
tures. Ex-Speaker Crisp presented tho 
closing argument for the silver men and 
was re])lied to by Mr. Turner, a lJein(j- 
crat. The personal rivalry between the 
two leaders of the opposing factions of 
the Democratic side ol the Bouse added 
to the interest of the occasion.

A By-Law 

Authorizing the Corporation of tiie City 
of Victoria to Borrow toe sum of 
$120,000 in anticipation of the re- 
ceipt of its revenue for the year 1806. 

Whereas by virtue of tho "Municipal Act, 
IsirJ," mill amending Acts, every Municipality 
may, under the conditions contained therein, 
corrow from any person such sum of money, 
not exceeding an anunint equal to the total 
amount ol taxes upon land or real property, as 
shown by tho revised assessment roll oi the 
Municipality for the year 1895, and bearing 
such rate of interest as may be requisite, to 
meet the current legal ezpendittue of the Cor- 
poration which becomes payable out of the 
annual revenue before the revenue for the year 
becomes payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas the total amount of taxes upon 
land and improvements or real property, as 
shown by the revised assessment roll ot the 
Munielpallly of the City ot Victoria for the year 
1895, was y2o2,519.05: 

And whereas to meet the current legal ex- 
penditure ol the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria for the year 1896 payable out of the aunna 1 
revenue before, such revenue for such year be- 
l oiiies payable by the tospayers, it is requisite 
fur tho said Corporation to borrow a sum of 
money not exceeding ?120,000: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the city of Victoria enacts as fol- 
LCiws:— 

)io.o. 1. It .'■hall be lawlid for the Corporation 
of the City of Vieloria, by the .Mayor anil the 
Finance Comuiiltee thereof, to borrow upon the 
credit of the said Corporation from any person 
or persons, tlrm or firms, corporation or eorpor- 
ailons,whomay bo willing to advance thesame, 
the sum of ^120,000 In such amoinits aud at snch 
times as, subject as hereinafter provided, the 
same may, in the opinion of tho Mayor aud the 
Finance Committee of the Council, be re<iulrcd . 
bearing Interest at a rate not exceeding live i>or 
centum per annum. 

Hec. 2. Tlic ijioney so borrowed shall be c.\- 
jienilcil ill defraying tlieeurrcnl legal cciienses 
of the sakl Corporation for tbe year IS'.m, and 
shall, together with the interest thereon, be re- 
payable and repaid to tho lender or lenders 
thereof on or before the 31st day of December, 
1890, out of the municipal revenue for the said 
year. 

Sec. :t. The iiniouiit so borroweil, and interest 
thereon , shall be a liability of the said ("orpor- 
ation payable out of the niuiiicipal re\cnnc for 
the current year, IHtHJ, and the form of obliga- 
tion to be given as an acknowledgment of 
such liability to the said lender or lemlers 
shall be a promissory note or notes as the sums 
amy be required, signed by the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee and the Clerk of the said 
Corporation, and bearing the seal of tho said 
Corporation, all of which notes shall be made 
■payable on or before the .Slst of December, ib'M'i, 
and a notice shall be written or printed on the 
back of the note to the eirect that the liability 
of the said Corporation Incurred by said 
promissory note or notes shall be a liability 
payable out of the municipal revenue for the 
year 1896. 

See. 4. In the construction of this by-law the 

expressions "land " and " Improvements" and 
"real property "shall have, respectively, the 
meanings given to them in the " Municipal Act. 
18<92," and amendments tliereof. 

See. 5. This by-law may be cited as the " An- 
nual liOau By-law, 1890."

— (Special; — To-day, 
in (iraee hospital, the value of Ko'nt- 
gen's discovery to surgery was again 
Clearly deni _ nstrated.

SCHOOL LANDS DEBATE. 

The debate on the Lands Sale Bill 
yesterday was interesting. It was evi- 
dent that the Opposition were prepared 
to attack it as vigorously as they were 
iihle. It rtMitiircd very little di.scernment 
to see that they were full ol" i'lfrht. The 
tiovernnjent were, it was evident, cool 
and confident. The exposition of the 
measure by the Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works was simple and clear. 
He said just enough to show why the 
hill was introduced and wiiat was its 
nature, and no more. There was not an 
irrelevant septenee in hi.s .speecli from 
beginning to end. 

It was evident that the Opposition did 
not find it so easy to attack the bill as 
they expected. Mr. Forster declaimed 
against it glibly euoaeh, but he dealt 
chiefly in prophesy. Nothing is easier 
than to predict evil. It retiniroa very 
little exercise of the mind, and an ex- 
ceedingly small amount of information, 
tip croak. But prediction is not argu- 
ment, and there are not many we think 
who will admit that the members of 
the Opposition are endowed with 
the gift of prophesy. Mr. Forster' s 
6peech was very strong in assertion 
hut its logic was weak, and it cannot be 
said that it contained a great deal of in- 
f orniation. 

The Provincial iSecretary's speecli 
stirred up the Opiiosition. The facts 
that he adduced were evidently new to 
them, and his arguments were not eas- 
ily tuipwered. In fact ni> attempt was 
made to answer them. Mr. Williams, 
who replied, iiddressed hiiiiselt nut to 
the task of replying tu Col. Htiker 
but to the much easier one of 
showing that the member.s of 
the Government and their supporters 
wore not in this matter consistent. 
It is surprising to see what a value 
some politicians set on tiie virtue of cmi- 
si^teucy in their opponents. As reganls 
tliemselves they ueuerally think that 
coiisisteucv is not worth talking iihout. 
In yesterday's deliate Mr, Williams' 
homily on ci'iisistency did not seem to 
make a very deep impression on the 
members oi either side of the House. 
The policy of M-ithholding the public 
lands from sale liad been tried for four 
years ago and found wanting. It had 
not accomplished the purposit f(jr which 
it was enacted. lt<lidn(jL jiroiiiote the 
.Heltlomentof the land hut it did diminish 
the revenue very considerably. Is con- 
sistency a virtue in the man who, merely 
for the sake of appearing consistent, u|i- 
holds a law which has disajjpoiuted 
those who sujiported it'.' Are men to lie 
deterred from tdianging a policy that is 
found to be weak and inadei|uiitc merely 
because they are afraid of being ccjnsid- 
cred inconsistent? If Mr. Williams had 
proved that the policy of withholding 
publiii: lands from sale had been success- 
ful, tliat it ifcalized the hcpes of those 
who initiated it, he would have some 
reason to reproaidi his opponents with 
inconsistency. But he did not do this. 
It is, in fact, somewhat singular that 
not one of the members of the Opposi- 
tion who spoke tried to convince the 
House that the policy which tlie Gov- 
ernment proposes to abandon had been 
productive of good results. On this sub- 
ject they were surprisingly silent. 

The Hon. Mr. I'ooley shocked the et'ono- 
inists of the t»pposition by statiug bold- 
ly that it would be good for the province) 
if all its lands were owned by private 
l)erBons. To the members who are ting- 
ed with -Georgeism this was flat 
blasphemy. TheOpposition certainlyhad 
not the best of yesterday's debate. l']vi- 
(lently they liojied to ahow that the 1)111 
lias a tendency to place the lands ot 
the province in the hands ol speculate 



ors, but they signally failed to show that 
it is calculated to produce this result. 
They prophesied very confidently, but 
there are not many in thesa days who 
place mucL faith in political predictions. 

.l.V rXEXcrSAIiLK ATTACK. 

Tlie Times instead of discussing pub- 
lic questions on their merits has taken 
to discussing the Coi<onist. This is a 
confession of weakness and incapacity. 
If the Times felt itself strong enough to 
do its legitimate work as it ought to bo 
done, it would he far above trying to 
create a prejudice against the Colonist 
by making a series of statements which 
it cannot possibly know to be true, and 
which we know to be absurdly as well 
as maliciously false. " The charge 
is," it says, " that the Colonist 
is not a publi'! news])aper in 
the proper sense of the term — that it is 
not iiidepeiulent of certain powerful 
private intluences, and that articles are 
inserted or omitted in deference to the 
views of the irresponsible bosses who 
have the pull for the time being." 

In proof of this unqualified and vei y 
peculiar statement the Times adduces 
the failure of the Colonist to publish a 
certain coniinunication on statute revi- 
sion. It happens tliat no one :',onnected 
with the Colonist, directly or in- 
directly, except the editor, knew 
that the letter alluded to was 
sent to the Coi.o.vi.st for publication; 
no OIK! was consulteil as to whether it 
should or .should not be puhlislied. And 
so it is with other comniunicatiuns — the 
editor has a free hand in the matter. 
He has full power to insert them and to 
refuse insertion as he sees fit. We think 
it right to say here that there are very 
few editors in Canada, even those who 
own tlie pa])er8 they edit, who are so 
little interfered with in the niiinagement 
of the iiapeiK under tlieir control as is 
the editor of the Colonist, liven in the 
conduct of a hot political campaign the 
complaint of the editor is that he gets 
too little help, too few suggestions. 

It is but just to the directors of the 
Colonist Publishing Company to say 
that not one of them has ever acted the 
part o[ ail " irrt'spoiisihie lioss." They 
have never in any single instance dic- 
tated to the editor what he should do or 
what he should not do. Nothing could 
bo further from 'the truth than the 
statement respecting the editorial man 
ageinent so un professionally and so in- 
decently made by the Times of yesterday 
evening. 

" THE NEW PHOTOGRAPHY.' 

It appears to us to be most unfortu- 
nate that this term should have been 
employed in describing the experiments 
of Roentgen. The process by which the 

image is produced ujion the plate is not 
j)hotograpliy, nor is it jirojierly to be re- 
garded even as analogous to what pho- 
tograohy, in tlie ordiiiary sense of the 
word, is understoooil to be. Although the 
experiments are being conducted too far 
away for personal observation, and the 
accounts we have received are far too 
vague to be of much scientilic value, 
sudicient has iieen tolil t(j eiiahle us to 
form the above stated opinion, and it 
may be of interest to some of bur readers 
to learn our grounds for BO strenuously 
objecting to a term which seems to be 
generally accepted. 

■\''ibration3 of ether occurring within a 
certain well delined scale of frefinency 
produce the ])hetiomenon called liglit. It 
is tlic pro])erty of transiiarent bodies to 
allow these vibrations to pass through 
them; by opaque bodies they are re- 
flected or beaten back. Another series 
of ether vibrations outside the former 
st;ale produce the phenomena called 
heat, and these vibrations are not alto- 
gether rellected hy opai|ne liodies. 
Thus, while the light of day is 
said to lie c.\;clu<led from a 
(Uukeucd room, the warmth of the lire 
is not excluded from the oven. We do 
not say that the dinner is cooked by 
light, but bj' heat, although the vibra- 
tory wtives whii^h jircjduce the dIiciio- 
nieua in both cases are in tin- same 
iiieiliiiin, namely ether. There art; be- 
yond these two siM'ies othin- vibrations of 
ether wliiith again diller in uheir ell'ects 
iiiioii siihHtaiic("H. 

.Now, photography may be describetl 
as the art of casting reflected light rays 
from an opaque body upon a film of 
chemical substance which is highly sen- 
sitive to the chemical action of these 
ether waves, and may be jiermanently 
aH'ected by I liLur heating upon it. Hut 
it has been discovered by Itoentgens that 
the same substance is also sensitive to a 
Beries of ether vibratious produced Ijy an 
electrical discharge. These latter are 
not, however, reflected from but trans- 
mitted through certain opaijue bodies, 
in this respect hearing a nearer resem- 
blance to heat than to light rays. 

Their traiisiiiissibility varies with the 
substance; wood presenting less resist- 
ance than metal) bone than flesh. This, 
then/is the comparatively simple secret 
of the marvelous skeleton picture. The 
ether waves pass through the Hoftor 
tissues of tlie hand and allect the film 
of the sensitive }ilate, but they are more 
or lejB impeded by the bones, so that a 
kind of shadow is produced upon that 
portion of the plate which is covered by 
them. Thus, in a period of some twenty 
minutes, as we read In the Cox experi- 
ments narrated in Thursday's Colonist, 
the film is suflioicntly affected to 
bit a picture of the bones surrounded by 
a nebulous outline, indicating the fleshy 
portion of the hand. • , 

This is of course very interesting from 



a scientific point of view, and may prove 

of considerable value surgically, but it is 
neither more interesting nor more valu- 
able than the a ppixrently si miile process of 
cooking a pudding, nor is there any rea- 
siui to invest it with a seini-matrical 
character, as if contradicting the known 
laws of iihysies. It will bo seen at once 
that this electro-sciography, or electric 
shadow painting as it may be called, has 
really nothing in common with the pro- 
cess of photograiihy beyond the fact' 
that; ether vibrations and a chemi- 
cal film are the means employed 
in both oases. It is a printing process 
more analogous to the printing from the 
negative plate upon the paper than to 
the original taking of the photograph; 
Nor must it he siipjiosed tluit the jiale 
radience emanating from the vacuum- 
tuhe baa anything to do with thejirocess, 
or that it penetrates in some mysterious 
way where other light rays cannot go. 
It is merely an accompanying phenome- 
non of light vibration and is reflected 
by any opaque object precisely like all 
other light. 

It must not 1)0 understood that we 
would belittle this advance in science; 
we only seek to diwbuse the minds of 
the public from their false impressions 
which the sensational articles on the 
subject are calculated to produce. 

People must ge'; hopelessly confused 
in their ideas when they reail that Mr. 
Edison is going to photograph a brain, 
and is then told he cannot do so hectuise 
it is transparent I A. B.

Mil. Kexnedv moved: "That a re- 
spectful address be presented to His 
Honor the Liouteaant-Governor, re- 
questing bim to direct ttie uttcntion o( 
the Dominion authorities to tiic pant- 
mount obligations which devolve upon 
them to enforce the most stringent qiiiii- 
antine regulations on this coa.st, and to 
turn to the utmost possible account the 
splendid facilities allbrdod at William 
Head for the examination and ilisiiil'ec- 
tion of all tlie biif^L'ai^e of Orientals wiio 
may seelc to enter the Dominion by way 
of this I'rovince; and be it further re- 
solved, Tliat the de])artnient of ai;ricul- 
turo be memorialized on the auljject of 
tlie leper colony at Darcy Island, tlie 
maintenance of which siiould have tlie 
most serious and careful attention of the 
federal autliorities." 

Mr. Kituet asic for some explanation 
as to the necessity for this resolution. 

Mu. IvESNKDY referred back' to the 
Cases of smallpox introduced here in 
.1892 by immigrants from China, and 
several other cases since then ; and said 
he thought these facts and others wlncii 
were set forth at great lengtli in a jjrc- 
anible to his resolution quite juBtilicd 
him ill niovini; it. lie did not see why 
the whose country slioidd be siibiecli.'d 
to danger to relievo incoming sti.'amers 
from a lew hours delay. 

Hit. Wai.kkm would not stultify liim- 
i-:(!lf by voting lor any such rei^olution. 
lie ex|)lained that no such interruption 
ol trafiic as here proposeil is pructii-edon 
the Eastern coast, of the Dominion. 

Mil. KiriiicT said tie woulil buciuitoin 
sympathy with the resolution if any rea- 
son had been given for it, but the only 
argument he had heard from the mover 
was that a few years ago the quarantine 
arrangements were not what they ought 
to have been. Since then they Imve 
been very greatly improved, and all nec- 
essary precautions are taken. The out- 
brealc of a fewyears ago was the result 
of improper handling after the disease 
had entered the province, and had it 
been properly taken care of from the 
time it was discovereii there wimld have 
been very little distress (jr trouble in 
consequence of it. Xot only would the 
resolution do no good, if |)assed, but it 
might cause a great inconveiiienco to 
shipping whicli ought not to he called for. 

Mk. .^woKi) spoke in support of the re- 
solution. 

Hon. -Ml!. Ti ii.Nicu agreed to a certain 
extent witli the resolution, but lie could 
not see wliy that portion should be pass- 
ed which virtually censures the Dommion 
for not carrying out proper quar- 
antine, whereas at the present 
time they are exercising the 
utmost care here. This is required now 
as much as ever it was, but such care 
being exercised, as he had said, he 
thought it would be a mistake and an 
uncalled for slight on the Dominion gov- 
ernment to send forward this resolution 
now. 

Mk. Kitcukx did not see why British 
Columbia should be put to the exjjeiise 
ot keei)ing up a proviiuMal bi>ard oi 
iiealtli on account of the danger o£ in- 
troducing disease from Cliina, wlieii it 
may be kept out by the exercise of the 
precautions called for in the resolution. 

Ho.v. Coi.. Bakkii must confess tliat 
he could not see in this resolution any 
censure of the Dominion government, 
and as in his opinion it merely asked 
for proper precautions to prevent the in- 
troduction of disease, he would vote for 
it. 

Mr. Ik'.NTKU agreed that the resolu- 
tion contains no rellection upon the Do- 
minion government, but rather congrat- 
ulation, as they had ostaldished the 
" splendid facilities at AVilliam Mead " 
mentioned in it. Me thought it could 
do no liarni, and might do good, and 
therefore he would vote for it. 

The resolution was then agreed to,

SMAI.I. DlJlirS ACT. 

MiSi^HaiirfcKKN asked: 1. Has the 
government succeeded in bringing the 
conflicting judgmentB aa to the constitu- 
tionality of the small debts act before 
the Full court? 2. If so, when was the 
matter argued? 3. When will the, pro- 
posed ainenilinents to the act be submit- 
ted to the house? 4. Is it the intention 
of the government at tlie present session 
to so amend the said act aa to eliminalo 
section 52 and the schedule jiassed in 
pursuance thereof? 

Hon. Mk. Eiikiits— 1. Not yet. Ij. 
The government is awaiting full returns 
from the magistrates exercising jurisdic- 
tion under the said act before submit- 
ting anyiism-endments. 4. When returns 
are received the government will deal 
with the matter. 

.SCHUUI. LANDS lULl.. 

Hos. Mii. Makti.v moved tlie second 
reading of the blll^ to p^yide, a lund for 



educational purposes bj* the sale of pub- 
lic lauds. Ho thought it spoke so plainly 
for itself as to need no explanation. Ho 
dealt with the statement made by the 
leader of the opposition the other day 
that this is a reversion b£ 4 the' land 
polic'v of the govetpihont,' : and ho re- 
called the fact: that. .that gentleman 
himself had described it aa simply an 
experiment when the government with- 
drew the public lands from sale. Mr. 
Martin, too, had ajjproved of that policy 
at the time, and so did the people of his 
district. Me showed, however, that 
there are strong argumeijts which can 
be advanced on the other side, especial- 
ly with reference to the large tracts of 
land in the interior of the country ly- 
ing unfenccd and 0]>en to the public hut 
which has in the course of a lew years 
become altogether unproductive and no 
good to any person. He thought it 
would be much better to have it sold and 
fenced and become of some good and a 
source of revenue. He showed how the 
number of children in the province has 
so greatly increased during the last few- 
years, and the consequent growth of 
education until this has become so seri- 
ous a charge upon the revenue that 
some special provision such as this must 
he made for it. As the bouse well knew 
he was not one of those who constantly 
exi)ressetl admii-ation forevorything that 
is clone in Ontario, or who took all his 
ideas from there as some of the hon. 
gentlemen opposite seemed to do. In 
this instance, however, he did proj)ose 
to follow an Ontario jihin, and how they 
could (jppose it while ])rctendiiig 
to be always coii.sisteiit he did 
not see. In tliat jn'ovince, aa 
most of the members of the house 
are aware, a very largo quantity of land 
lias been set apart for educational pur- 
poses, with highly satisfactory results, 
according to all reports. The govern- 
ment therefore had this and other pre- 
cedent for the course they now propose 
to take. In carrying out the 
provisions of the bill before the 
house proper precautions will, of course, 
be taken to prevent land grabbing, and 
a very good suggestion had been made 
liy a ineniher, for the insertion 
in committee of a clause proviiling tlial 
the land shall be laid out in Ijlocks and 
every alternate block retained by the 
government. ]5esiilea the classes of 
laiiila mentioned in the bill, there will 
he another jiut in — meadow lands. The 
prices mentioned for the several classes 
of warrants are minimum, and wliero 
the locations are more advantageous 
than usual the ]>rice will bt> increased. 
The warrants are to be sold for cash, 
and there is a limit to the time when 
the land must be selected, so that specu- 
lators are thus guarded against. He 
showed that the fund to be thua created 
is not to be expended by the edncution 
department without the control of the 
house, but that not a dollar can be spent 
witliout ))eing voted by the legislature. 
He read from the public accounts to 
sliow tliat when govorniuent land.s were 
open for sale the annua! receijits were 
in the neighborhood of $2-10, t)00, which 
source of revenue was entirely i:ut od' by 
stopping the sale of hinds. He wished 
to refer before sitting ilown to some re- 
marks made by Mr. Kitchen when this 
bill was first lirouglit before the house 
the other day, as reported in his own 
organ the Times of this city. 

.Nlit. Williams rose to a point of order, 
declaring that a member is not j)ermitled 
by the rules to read from a printed re- 
port of any speech made the same- ses- 
sion. (Laughter.) He referred to May 
as his authority. 

Tns Si'EAKKit read' from May to show 
tluit the decision in the case to which 
Mr. Williams referred was that the 
member could read from the jji iiited re- 
port a jiasaago bearing upon the matter 
under discussion. 

Hon. ^Iit. MAi'.TiN' pointed <jut that 
what he was reading from couhl not be 
considered as the report of a previous 
debate, being the discussion on this very 
bill when it was laid before the house. 
However, he did not know that it was 
worth while after all to read the remarks 
he had intended to quote,, and since the 
hon. gentlemen opposite were so uneasy 
about it he would not do so just now. 
He hoped the house would consider as 
lie did that the bill is a very proper one 
which ought to be ado])ted. 

Mu. FoitSTEH Bjioke in oppositi/ni to 
the bill, as he considered that to sell the 
land as jiroposed would have the effect 
of retarding settlement, just as their 
Bale had done this in the past, when 
absentees having bought large tra<;Ls for 
spe'julative jiurposes held it unused and 
absolutely refused to consent to any im- 
provements for which the neighboruig 
holders were willing to be assessed. 
They have experienced the inconven- 
ience of this in tiie Fraser river district. 
Me claimed that the result of this bill 
will li(> to enable a few rich men to se- 
cure all the best land in tlus jnoviiice, 
and <iu(jleil the details in support of this 
Cdiitention. lie felt that the rcL.l cause 
of its introduction was not S(jlicitu<le for 
education, but the fact that the expen- 
diture so far outstrips the revenue that 
something must be done to carry on for 
a few vears longer without doubling the 
taxation of the province. This increase, 
it appeared to him, is bound to come 
soon, for the promise of increased rev- 
enue ill consequence of liberal expendi- 
ture has not been made gO«d, This is 
only natural too, for as the population 
iiicreas(!s and municipalities are formed 
the reve aie will diminish and not in- 
crease in proi)ortion to the expenditure 
— that is the exjieritince of every new 
country. He thought that instead of 
sacrificing the provincial assets as pro- 
posed the government should Ijoldly 
face now tlie real i)Osition, which unfor- 
tunately demands an increase of the 
taxation. He pointed to the mines as 
one likely source, ami asked why the 
government should not get something 
out of them besides the ordinary taxa- 
tion levied upon other property. 

Hon. Coij, Baker agreed that the very 
object of this bill is, as Mr. Forster sai(l, 
to raise a revenue — to meet the expenses 
of education in the province. British 
Columbia sccupios an entirely unique 
position in this respect, for while here 
the whole expenses of education outside 
the cities, and a largo share within 
tlietn, is provided out ot the provincial 
revenue, in every other place he knew 
of the several counties are assessed to bear 
the great burden of education. He 
([uoted the statistics of the -increase of 
school population and of' the expendi- 
ture for educational purposes — approx- 
imately ten per cent, each year over the 
year preceding. Ho showed that in 
other provinces of the Dominion and 
9ven in New Zealand (which Mr. For- 
ster had quoted aa an example) immense 
tracts of land are set asi<lo for educa- 
tional purposes. In the Northwest Ter- 
ritories eleven million acres are sot 
aside; in Manitoba one-eighteenth of 
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Till' aliove cut is given for tho protection of all sick and suft'eruig people.

Ihelwbole lauds of the province, which 
in British Columbia would mean twenty- 
eight million acres. He held that the 
only alternative here is tn separately 
assess the several ilislriets of the |)ro- 
vince, unless half die schools are to be 
closed up. If thi( distri<ds or rural 
municipalities were so assessed in their 
present condition they sim)ily eouKl not 
jiay the levy, sn that that alturnative is 
not available now-. To show that tiie 
educational svstein hero is not Extrava- 
gant, he read statistics giving the cost 
of education in many places, far in ex- 
cess of the cost per lieail in British Col- 
umbia. It was not practicable hero to^re- 
serve a section of the country for sale for 
school purposes, on account of the na- 
tural conflKwration, and therefore the 
system of land warrants had been adopt- 
ed. Under this system the land must 
be lo<;ated and become subject to taxa- 
tion within tliree years. The wild land 
ta.x would juevent such bedding for 
specii'jative jiurposcs as Mr. Forster hail 
mentioned. 

Mu. 'Williams read from the dobatxj 
in 1S92 0U the bill to stop the sale of 
public lands, to show that the hous^was 
tiieu unanimously of the opinion that 
such was the proper course to pursue; 
and he held that to support the bill now 
before the house would be to go back up- 
on the principle advocated only four 
years ago. Hp thought that the. govern- 
ment should rather have resignied their 
ofliccs and allowed the opposition to 
take up the task in which they had 
failed. (Laughter.) He held that the 
suggestion attributed to a member by 
the Chief Commissioner, that alternate 
blocks should be reserved by the gov- 
ernment, is not practicable in connec- 
tion with the sale of warrants as ju-o- 
posed. He argued tliat the upset jirice 
should be higher than provided in the 
bill and should be at least as much as 
the act of ISOl made it, for as a largo 
i|Hantity is to bo offered at each sale it 
may be taken for granted that the war- 
rants will be disposed of at the upset 
price and not be run up by bidding. He 
thought the bill was so framed 
as to enable si)eciilator3 to obtain 
even a greater foothold than they 
have at present upon the lands 
of this province, and none \nit si)ecula- 
toi's will buy under it, as settlers can 
secure land at a lower rate under the 
pre-emption la'f\'. The clioice.Ht patches 
of tlie agricultural and timber lands will 
lie picked out and the balance will thus 
be^ depreciated in value. He submitted 
that the bill is not a desirable one in the 
interests of the countrv, but in opposing 
it he did not wish to be understood as 
not pi-eiMired to deal liberally hi the 
matter of education. 

Hon. Mk. Pooley said the object of 
the bill is to enable the government to 
carrv fui successfully wliat is considered 
to be the most liberal system of educa- 
tion in tiie world. He pointed out that 
if tlu^ cost of education is to eoutinue to 
come out of the i:eneral revoiuii', the 
amount for roads and bridges must be cut 
down, which would lie a viu-y serious 
thing for the peojile of the proviiK.t;. In 
the outlying settlements, where tiiere 
are only a few families, they certainly 
could not themselves provide for the 
maintenance of schools, and either the 
children must go without educition or 
the government must pay for it. He 
admitted that in 1892 he spoke against 
the sale of unsurveyed land,aa mentioned 
by Mr. Williams. He spoke his opin- 
ion at that time, since whioh he had 
had experience, and had found that 
this province cannot get iiloni; without 
the luouey which it can raise by making 
use of its assets. He pointed out sev- 
eral other instances whero the! policy of 
the jirovince has been ehe-iiged to suit 
the varying circumstances, and felt fully 
convinced that the time has come for a 
change in tlie land act. His own view 
was tliat tlie moneys dorivanle from tlie 
sale of land should be placed at the un- 
restricted disposition of the crown, hut 
other gentlemen considered it best tore- 
serve the fund for educational purposes, 
BO that the school system should, be 
made forever independent to that ex- 
tent of the consolidated revejnue. The 
general fund would of course, be reram-. 
pcnsed, too, by the taxation which can 
b(! placed upon the land as soon as taken 
up, and he considered it would be better 
for the |irovincc if every foot of its laild 
Trere in private liaiids. He hoped to see 
the educational system kept U)), espe- 
cially in the outlying districts, and he 
thiiught there is every reason why the 
house should cousider this liill favorably, 
anil he would vote for the second read- 
ing even if it would astonish the senior 
member for Vancouver. 

Mil. Kf.nnkdv read an article from the 
Colonist in support of the land policy of 
tho government in 1892, ana spoke 
against the change proposed by this bill.

THE NEW PHOTOGRAPHY. 

Furtber Wonderful Developments m Connec- 
tion With the Experiments on 
Prof. Roentgen's Discovery. 

BuFi-Ai.0, Feb. 14.— According._ts_a 
Buffalo scientist, a Crooke's tube, or any 
Bubstitiite for it, is not essential to Ca- 
thode or " X " r;iys iihotograpliy . Dr. 
IHuior C. Starr, an oculidt of consider- 
able reputation as a man of science, ha.s 
been experimenting extensively with 
Prof. licentgen'a new discovery and now 
flechvres tliat it is not necessary to luivo 
a vacuum for the production of 
the " X " rayi, but that they may hu 
produced in the oi)eaair. Tlie result, 
it is believed, liaa not been beioi'C .an- 
nounced as having been acconiplisbetl. 
Acting on the tlniory that Ihu X rays arc 
generated under till conditions when 
there is n discharge of an eluiitric cur- 
rent of high potential, Dr. Starr made 
the attempt to obtain a photograph 
without using the vacuum lube. 
In its stead he pasted on 
a piece of paper two strijis 
of tin foil, through which he passed a 
seeondary current. Tlie strips were 
about one and one-half inches long, and 
at intervals of about a quarter of an inch 
lie cut out some of the tin foil, making 
gaps or spaces about an eighth of an inch 
wide. \Vhen llie current was passec' 
throu<rli these strips it produced a nuin 
Ijer of sparks, tho jiini|.irig of the eloc 
tricity from one section to the next. 

Dr.' Starr next iiUiccd on dry philc : 
piece of tin foil, out of wliicli he liuil lui 
a V shaped tongue mkI a disc of alu 
minuni. The plate he placed in ai 
ordiiuiry plate-liolder and inserted the 
slide, which is of ordinary press boari 
On the alide ho placed the prejiared tin 
foil strips and turned, on the current. 
When the plate was developed not 
a veatigeof thealuminuni had disappear- 
ed, showing that the X rays must have 
passed completely through that metal 
But insteatl of a i)hotograi)h of the out 
line of the tinfoil giving a silhouette in 
■white on the plate such as is the case 
with pliotographs taken with the 
Crookes tube, the part which had been 
covered with tinfoil showed up blac^k, 
while the tongue wdiere the iigiit had 
passed through the foil was white, giv- 
ing a positive instead of a negative 
result. No print has yet l.ieen made 
from the plate, but when that is dom 
tiie resulting photograpii instca<I of 
showing tlie ojiuquu substance in darker 
shades will make the light [larts appear 
dark and the dark light. Dr. Starr has 
not vet been able to formulate a theory 
to account fpr the generation of the rayw 
without the vacuum. He is zealously 
continuing his experiments.

THE MARCH KING'S MUSIC. 

Sousa and His World-Famous Band I'ay 
Victoria a Too Brief Visit. 

Viototians who had the good fortune 
to attend the World's Fair, and Victori- 
ans who hud not, had cause for mutual 
congrntulatiort yesterday, tlie first be- 
cause of the opportunely allbrded thorn 
to again listen to the mUfeii; of Sousa'a 
hiuious band ; tho others becaust?, t hough 
late, they too had at last the sanio r.tre 
privilege. They had not gone to the 
fair, but th(j great musical attraction of 
the fttic had come to theui. Strange as 
it may seem, appreciation of this compli- 
ment was not very plainly inanifeated 
by tiio general public. The audience for 
the matinee concert was very largely 
made up of empty seats, while the even- 
ing house, though an improvement 
upon that of the afternoon, was far in- 
deed from being crowded. .Tust where the 
auso rested is a malt(n- of differing 
opiniini — it may have been, as some say, 
that the prices were too high (or an 
"lour and a half's enjoyment, even if 
the feast of music provided ivaa a royal 
haiKiuet; or it is quite possible that not 
a few remained away in the belief that 
the theatre allbrded too limited space 
for a tliorough ajiprcciation of Ijand 
music. 

The doubts of such as the latter were 
ill-founded, and all who attended either 
altornoou or evening concert were rich- 
ly repaid. There was no blare of the 
brass, no crowding or confusion of sound 
— on the contrary, the volume of the 
music was most artistically restricted to 
the capacity of the building, while the 
execution of each and every ntunber on 
the programmes was irreproachable. In 
tlie preparation of the programmes, too, 
the great conductor displayed a feature 
of his policy which has done much to 
will for him the warm place he holds in 
the heart of the American public. lie 
had consulted every nmsio»l Ajijietitc, 
and throughout each concert treated with 
eipial taste and all'ection the foot-stir- 
ring aii-s of the day, the finest examples 
of the classic and all the intervening 
range of subjects. 

His object is to please all, and possi- 
bly to set a wortliy example for equally 
ambitious though less capalde or con- 
scientiouE conductors by demonstrating 
how much of real merit there is in even 
so simple a thing us a plantation melodp' 
if only it be well done. Thoroughness is 
a distinguishing feature of the work ot 
the great haml ; the other feature is the 
comijactncss of the origanization and 
the entire concentration of direction. 
Sousa's musical personality iloiiiinates 
the entire c(]mpany — in fact the band is 
tin? one great instrument in the conduct- 
or's hands, lie is not > leader or a 
teacher'only in his relation to his asso- 
ciates, though the evidence of splendid 
training is apparent everywhere; ho is 
the illustrator as well as the tlireclor of 
the music, and fills the chair with 
more advantage to the listening public 
than perhaps any other conductor who 
has yet wielded a baton over any of the 
great bands of the continent. 

As a conductor Sousa is always grace- 
ful and always understandable. There 
is force as well as delicacy in his direc- 
tion, and iiotliing can be more expres- 
sive than his ([uick dash of the right 
arm as lie brings in the full streiiL'tli of 
the brass, or his picking out with supple 
iingcrfl o! thG dainty Holes from the wood 
instruments. Tho swinging of the arms 
when the subject under treatment is one 
of his own magnificent marches is 
another characteriHtic and most ex- 
pressive motion — but only one of scores 
each ociually fitting and equally original. 

Miss .Myrta French and Miss Currie 
Duke, wdio assist the band ui their en- 
tertainment, the former as soprano solo- 
ist and the latter as solo violinist, are 
both artists worthy of the notable com- 
pany in which they find tbemstdves.

He ExpecU to Develop Sometbing Wonder-j 
ful in Twenty-Four Hours— Other 
Scientific Essays. 

Orange, N..T., Feb. li.— As a restdt of 
the experiments which Edison has been 
making for the past two weeks with 
fluorescent tubes and Koentgeii nays, 
that inventor aiiiiotincos to-night that 
within twenty-four hours ho expected to 
have so far perfected his tube aa to be 
able to take siiaj) shot photographs 
through any substance of medium 
thickness, except steel or iron. Mr. 
Edison to-day succeeded in Retting a 
clearly defined image of strips flf- 
varions metals on a sensitized plate. 
The rays had penetrated a heavy piece 
of cardboard and a vulcanized plate- 
holder, in getting to the plate, in seven 
seconds. Mr. Edison also tried to-day 
to send the X rays over a telephone 
wire, but the trial was unsuccessful, as 
have been all other experiments made 
by tlie "wizard" to reflect or 
concentrate the mysterious etheric 
vibrations. The inventor said to- 
night that ho was nearly ready 
to attempt his experiment of photo- 
graphing a human brain and that after 
he nad done that he would stop his ex- 
periments and leave further develop- 
ments for others. Air. Edison denied 
that he intended to try any experiments 
in the way of tempering metals with the 
rays at present. 

Chicago, Feb. 14.— That cathode rays 
will not only iionetrato flesh tissues, 
making an accurate delineation of the 
bones in the human anatomy, but will 
penetrate the bones themselves, was the 
discovery made to-day as a result of tlu,' 
continued experiments by electricians 
Charles F. Scrilmerand Dr. Burry in the 
laboratory of the Western Electric Co. 
To-d«y in developing a negative 
it was discovered that the rays had not 
only made a eomplete shadowgraph of 
the bones in a man's hands, but had 
practically dissected the bones themselves 
in the developed plate. The outlines 
of the homes were not only shown with 
great elearnesi throughout the sur- 
rounding tissues, but the varying 
density of the Iwne reproductions 
convinced the experimenters that they 
had stumbled on the unexpected power 
of the wonderful rays. It was clearly 
proved, according to the testimony of 
Electrician Scribner and Dr. Burry, that 
the rays hail penetrated the bones theni- 
solves'and had furnished a shadowgraph 
of the substance of which each bone is 
composed. 

FIGHTING IN CUBA. 

Sixty Insurgents Killed— General Weyler's 
Latest Order. 

Havana, Feb. 14. — A squadron of civil 
guards and eighteen regular cavalrymen, 
who were assisting a gang of men en- 
gaged in repairing the telejihone line at 
San Felijie, south of this city, have been 
attacked by an insurgent force, esti- 
mated to number 1,400 men, under Cas 
tillo. Three insurgents were killed and 
lifteeii wounded. Only one soldier was 
wounded. A column of troops from 
(iuara, escorting a repair train and 
headed by a pilot engine, has been at- 
tacked by a heavy insurgent force, 
which tried to surround the troops and 
burned the Cardenas bridge. l''ive in- 
surgents were killed and many wounded 
during the angagement. Another 
column from Jarry advanced rapftMy to 
the assistance of the repair train, ai;d 
llie insurgents were reinilsed after an- 
other light, in wliich they left eleven 
killed and twenty-three wounded. The 
troops also captured twenty-seven 
horses, The loss o( the troops was in- 
significant. 

A recent (■ngagemcnt of Col, Tejeda 
with the insurgents under Zarazal and 
Malbo is stated to have resulted in the 
loss of sixty insurgents killed. Gen. 
Weyler will issue an order for all coun- 
try people to gather into the cities and 
towns, where they can be better pro- 
tected. He will also issue an order to 
bring into the guerilla force as many as 
possible of those: resi<lents on the is;laiKl 
who have not already taken arms in the 
.S])anish cause. He has now 3,000 vol 
unteers at his disposal.

NORTHWIST BUZZARD. 

The Worst Storm of the Season— Fatalities 
in ChicaEo— Heavy Snow Falls. 

OiiTCAiio, Feb. 13. — Dispatches re- 
ceived here show that a blizzard has 
been raging for thirty-six hours in 
Northern Illinois, Northern Indiana, 
lower iMichigan, Southern AVisconsiii 
and Iowa. In tliis section and in Iowa 
the storiri was most severe, liiirlingtoii 
and iiavenport reported the worst of the 
season. Late last night live inches of 
snow had fallen in lUooiniiiglon, 111. ;

Street car and railroad traflic has 
been more or less interrupted by the 
storm. In Chicago one man was killed 
and three s(!verely injuretl as a result of 
the storm. The man killed was S. S. 
Cos, a conductor on a North Side trolley 
car. He was crushed between the car 
and a heavily loaded wagon.
